P Mr Francis rofe-to put.his negative upon the motion ; upon which the 
Speaker obferved, that if the Hoa, Gentleman meant to oppole the 
principle of the Bill, his objections, according to the rules 6f the 
Houte;.could not be admitted in the prefent Rage. 

Mr Francis faid, that; epormous as were the abufes in the Eaft In- 
dics, they called aloud for correction, therefore, it was not the princi- 
ple, but the provifions, of the Bill that he meant to oppote. «The Bill 
itlf he @prefented as erroneous in the very ontfet ; fuppofed faets he- 
ing ftated-in the preamble, of the exiftence of which no proof bad 
been adduceil. 

Me Francis then. read/ the feveral .claufes, and. ftrongly. objected. to 
them refpectively. “Having {poke very pointedly for ngar an hour and 
a half, he concladed with faying, that the Bill was brought forward at 
too late a day to effe& any purpofes; the profpeét of affairs in the ealt- 
ern quarter having become every day move gtomy and unpromifing, 
and there was but too much reafon to apprehend, that before’ the Bill 
could teach the Ealt Indies, all our poffeffions there woyld be for ever 


ft. 

Mr Pitt faid, he did not offer the Bill as being faultlef ; in framing 
a plan’of regulation, that fhould em'race fuch a yariety of great and 
important objects, it was naturally to be expected, that there would be 
great room for amendments ; and in a point of fuch moment to. the 
commerce and revenues of this country, he trufted Gintlemen would u- 
nite, iri employing all their talents aid attention in improving the out- 
lines of the plan he had drawn, as nearly to perfe étion.as the nature of 
circumftances would admit. He then faid, he thould wave going into 
. @ particular difcuffion of the arguments that had been advanced againft 
the Bill, and referve what he had to offtr in its defence, .till it.thould 
come before the Committee. 

Mr Fox, iv a fpeech of two hours and a half, attacked the Bill 
ftrongly on the thtee following heads :-— est ees 

rft, He faid it was abfurd, becaufe it ftated, that the Court of Di-! 
reétors fhonld fubject their di/patchés to the new ‘Board intended to. be 
conftituted, before tranfmitting them to India. ‘The Court of Dinec- 
tors, he obferved, had hitherto been held in little. refjee by their fers 
vants abroad, and when they fhould come to know, that the Diretors 
were utterly divefted of the little powers they had poffefled, their orders 
would be treated with contempt and derifion. . 

adly, He difapproved of the mode peinted ont for making reftituti- 
on to the perfons who had been unjuftly defpoiled of their lands and o= 
ther pefleffions. Commiffioners were to be appointed to enquire into 
the particulars of the lofles fultained by divers clafles. of opprefled indi- 
viduals ; and this claufe appeared to him to open an avente for the 

mott dangerous and extenfive abutes, frauds, and peculations, and to 
throw out temptations which lie feared would fubduc the integrity 
of the Commiffioners. ‘ 

The third objeétion was to the eftabiifhment of a Court of Jucicature 
for the trial of perfons. accufed ot offences committed in the Kaft Indies. 
This claufe went to the ettablifhment of a precedent for the entire an- 
nihilation of the liberties of this country, without the. formality of 
pleadings, without evidence, without jury. ‘To propofe an inftiturion 
of this nature, was fo daring an attempt for the eftablifhment of tv. 
ranny, as the boldefl Minifter in. the anoft defpotic government would 
fhudder at. There was but one mode of trial known in this country, 
which had a cefemblance to the eomplection of this Court of Judica- 
ture, and that was the trial by court martial £ bot when men engaged 

* in the army o¢ navy, they knew what laws they fubje@ed themfelves 
to; but this could not be the cafe with refpeét to thofe who were to be 
fubje@ to the decifion of the new court ; thole who wéra already abroad, 
or were.about to go thither, muft, be ignorant of the laws to which 
they were to be Amenable ; to try thofe already abroad by the form of 
the laws already exitting, and thofe who may go thither ‘in future by 
the forms of the new court, would he mak ng a diftinétion wh. lly jni- 
mical to the principles of this and every other fiee conttitution. The 
claute for eregting the ew Court of Judicuture terded to render the 
fubjeéts of this conntry ameuable to ex po/f faits laws, Which was fo di- 
ametrically oppofite to all rules of ju(tice, equity, and humanity, that 
he could not for a.moment entertain the idea that it would receive the 
fanftion of Parliament. ' ‘ 

He then proceeded to examine the nature of the appeal to the King, 
which he ridiculed with infinite effe€&t. It was an appeal from a Board 
conttituted out dT his Majefty’s Council (in which the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer and Secretary of State were included): to his Majefty. in’ 
Council, from the fame to the fame. After their example he would 
row apptai in the judgment between this and his bill, from the public 
to the public, and cheerfully abide the iffue. When he engaged in this 
arduous undertaking, he could not devife any mode of f{eparating the 

* yegulation of their commerce from that of their revenue ; the latter e- 
vidently depending on the former ; though the encroachment on the one 
involved him and his friends in unpopularity.

Honfe completely took away the commerce, revenue, and territory of

Mr Fox now*came tothe laf ground of oGéftion, the propofed tri- 
bunal : When be was forming the:plan ‘of hisbill, it naturally occur- 
red to him, that to complete its obje&t fome mre fpeedy and effeétual 
mode of bringing offenders to jultice muft be Yevifed ; .but he found 
fo many difficulties in recdnciling fuch a plan tathe form of our con- 
ftitution, thar he had it not in a tate of fuggetliny at the time of iu- 
troducing his bill; but though he admitted the neeffity of legalifing 
‘certain. medes of evidence to which the practice cf aur eourts was a- 


verte, he would always contend for regarding in every legiflative infti- 


tution the eftablifhed rules of judicature, and would (ooner forego any 
other objeét. than that invaluable one of trial by jury. He then exa- 
minced the degree of confidence and fecurity in fuch a court, and the 
manner of its appointment, faying, thet though in the members cho- 
fen.from the Houfe of Commons he might have fome reliance, he had 
yet but ‘itrle in thofe chofen trom the other Houfe. Delinquents re- 
turning from India, expeéting.a rigid tribunal, would be prepared, and 
by ‘the proper dittribution ef cy, atiart io which they feemed to- 
lerably verted, fecuve Grit the Attorney-General, then the judges by 
whonr he-was to*be trieds and all was over. After putting this and 
Various other remarks very forcibly, andi « esvinwe thonec j hrief 
contraft between the prefent and his bill, and faying that he fairly looked 
thofe cireuniftances boldly in the face; at which others only blinked; he 
added, thateno meafure and no minifler ever was more the object of mif- 
reprefentation ; and concludgd with apologizing for the length he was 
led‘into from the nature of the bufinefs, as well as the perfonal con- 
cern he had in it. 

Mr Dandas replied, that if the bill then under confideration, was 
fo very objeionable as the Rigkt Mon. Gentleman who had juft fat 
down had ftated, or if it carried along with it the great train of ill 
confequences which his apprehetifions led himmto believe it would, he, 
for one, would not hefitate to give it his negative ; nor fhould he be 
furpriféd, if the Hou‘e entertained the fame ideas of it that the Right 
Hon. Gentleman did, that it fionld be thrown ovt, and not permit- 
ted to go into a committee; but he confidered it in a very different 
point of view; it appeared to him widely different from what the 
Right Hoh Gentleman ‘had flated; and far from being replete with all 
the objeflionable confequences fuppofed to be contained in it. Mr 
Dundas here déew a line of comparifon between the prefent bill, and 
that brought in by Mr Fox, entering into a very elaborate defence of 
the former, while he condemned the latter in the molt vebement man- 


~nerithat language could deferies He «qaoted alfo fome expreffions 
which Mr Fox made ufe of dfthat Ut¢talion, with regard to the’ pa.’

Lord North, after a good dea! of extraneous mutter, faid, he would 
offer a few words upon the bilbthen under contiderution, -It was a bill 
the principle of which he greatly difliked.
